Elba firemen given special recognition

Elba officials gave special recog- 
nition to four members of the city’s 
volunteer fire department last Thurs- 
day evening. 

Rick Haywood, mayor of Elba, 
recognized Fire Chief Loyd Driggers 
for his 36 years of service to the de- 
partment. 

In recognizing Chief Driggers, 
the mayor praised the city’s all vol- 
unteer department by saying, “We 
are very fortunate to have such fine 
men and an outstanding fire depart- 
ment.” 

Mayor Haywood added that the 
fire department is run very efficient- 
ly at very little cost to the city. This 
is largely due to companies like Dor- 
sey Trailers who allow their employ- 
ces, who are firemen, leave their 
jobs to answer calls. 

The mayor thanked Dorsey offi- 
cials who were present for the occa- 
sion and also thanked the firemen for 
their dedication to the fire depart- 
ment and the community. 

Chief Driggers has been a mem- 
ber of the volunteer organization for 
a total of 36 years. He has served as 
the department’s chief for 23 of 


those years. 


Driggers served as a firemen dur- 


member of the U.S. Air Force. 

He credited his and the depart- 

ment’s success to the highest power 
- the Lord Jesus Christ. He has kept 
us safe through the years. 

The Elba Fire Department, during 
its entire history, has never had a 
fireman seriously injured; however, 
there have been some very tense mo- 
ments and close calls, 

Chief Driggers recognized three 
other firemen who have served the 
department for more than 30 years. 

Fireman Collis Parrish has been 
with the department ever since Chief 
Driggers has - 36 years. 

Parrish thanked God and the peo- 
ple of Elba for the privilege of serv- 
ing as a fireman. 

“T’ve seen a lot of things happen 
as a fireman - some miracles! Only 
by the grace of God have we been 
able to accomplish what we have 
through the years,” said Parrish. 

The department’s treasurer, Fire- 
man William Lawford, has served as 
a volunteer fireman for 32 years.

Police Chief Maxwell Hooks re- 
ported Monday night that the police 
department had received 23 com- 
plaints since the last council meet- 
ing. 

They also issued 12 traffic cita- 
tions, including one DUI and five for 
speeding. There were 11 criminal ar- 
rest during this time. The department 
investigated three auto accidents, 
with two injuries. 

The animal control officer picked 
up 15 dogs. Six were adopted and 
none returned to their owners. 

Hooks reported the insurance 
company was offering $11,433.87 
for the 1994 patrol car wrecked last 
month. In addition they would pay 
$3,286.57 for the cost of decals and 
other specialized equipment on the 
vehicle. 

The council approved secking 
bids on a new car to replace the one 
wrecked, Mayor Ricky Haywood 
recommended not accepting a bid

from the Birmingham firm which 
was low bidder on the last two cars, 
citing their extra long delay in de- 
livery. 

Bids will also be solicited on two 
pick-up trucks, at the request of City 
Clerk Henry Clark. 

Council member Bill Brunson 
gave an upbeat financial report. He 
said the cash flow strain was easing 
and revenue was well over pro- 
jections. 

The fire department is slightly 
over budget, but he noted this bud- 
geted item is a guess at best, because 
expenses are based on the number of 
fires firemen respond to annually. 

The police and street departments 
are well below budget, Brunson said. 

The city is still facing $215,000 
in short term bank loans, and plans 
to pay some on these this year. Brun- 
son explained they were waiting to

GROUPS PROPOSE AND SUPPORT NEW ENTERPRISE COURTHOUSE 


Commission buys property & receives resolutions

Coffee County Commissioners 
voted unanimously in Monday’s 
mecting to purchase property adjoin- 
ing the Farm Center Complex in 
New Brockton. 

In the previous meeting held on 
August 14, a committee was appoint- 
ed to look into the possibility of ac- 
quiring a house and lot located at the 
corner of the driveway leading to the 
jail off U.S. Hwy. 84. 

Commissioner Bill Faulk reported 
that the vacant house, and just over 
once acre of land, could be purchased 
for a total of $60,000.00, 

The only stipulation to the deal 
was that $15,000 be paid down and 
the remaining $45,000 be paid in 
three interest free yearly installments 
of $15,000.00. 

Tentatively, the facility will be 
used to house the Mapping & Ap- 
praisal Department. 

Revenue Commissioner Ronnie 
Bums, who is over mapping & ap- 
praisal, told commissioners that the 
house, in its present condition 
(chopped up in rooms), would not be 
suitable; however, with renovations, 


such as removal of some of the inner 
walls and closing in the carport, it 
would suit the present needs of map- 
ping and appraisal. 

He stated that the property was in 
an ideal location for the department, 
and could be enhanced in the future 


‘\by adding on to the structure. 


Commissioner Faulk noted that 
the commission has been promising 
for the past two years to provide the 

mapping & appraisal department 
with a better facility. 

Bums had appeared before the 
commissioners On numerous occa- 
sions noting the need for a facility 
to store maps, records and house of- 
fices for personnel. 

Representatives from the Enter- 
prise Chamber of Commerce and the 
Downtown Merchants Association 
were present at Monday’s commis- 
sion meeting. 

John Brock, president of the En- 
terprise C of C presented a resolu- 
tion to the commission in support of 
the two courthouse system in Coffee 
County. 

“The citizens of Coffee County 
would best be served by the current 
two courthouse system,” he said.

Haywood said people in Brook- 
dale were putting their garbage out 
on Friday as instructed, but it wasn’t 
being picked up until ‘Saturday. He 
quoted Schultz as explaining it was 
caused by equipment breakdowns.

Troopers encourage motorists to 
buckle up, observe posted speed lim-

14 people died in waffic 
wrecks during the 78-hour period, 9 
on rural roadways and 5 in urban ar- 
eas. Ten of the crash victims died in 
alcohol-related accidents, and only 3 
of the wreck victims were using 
safety belts, 

Additional state troopers will be

torists,

The Elba City School Board met 
in special session at noon last Fri- 
day, The meeting was necessitated 
by the need to hire an additional 
sixth grade teacher to accommodate 
an unexpected increase in enroll- 
ment. The three existing classes 
opened with 31, 31 and 30 students 
respectively. The number exceeded 
student enrollment standards set by 
the state law commonly called the 
“Smith Bill.” 

Superintendent Charles Pearce 
recommended the hiring of Gina 
Benbow for the 6th grade class. Ben- 
bow is a certified teacher and has 
been working in the school system 
as a teacher’s aide. The board ap- 
proved and she is now teaching a 
fourth 6th grade class. 

In other action, the board moved 
aide Rebecca Cardwell from 1st 
grade to 3rd grade and hired Pam 
Mitchell as a Ist grade aide. 

The only other business was to 
adopt the legislative mandated state 
salary guideline. 

Basically the new salary matrix 
only affects teachers in the Elba sys-

matter is, autism is not as rare as 
you think, however, it seems 
that very few people are familiar 
with it as a disability. 

Autism is a severely in- 
capacitating, lifelong develop- 
mental disability that begins at 
birth or during the first three 
years of life. It occurs in ap- 
proximately 5 of every 10,000 
births. The incidence is three to 
four times greater if a broader 
definition of autism is used, In 
the broader category would be 
both people with classical aut- 
ism and others with varying de- 
grees of autistic behavior. In 
milder forms, autism most re- 
sembles a learning disability 
such as childhood aphasia. Aut- 
ism is three times more common 
in males than in females, and 
has been found throughout the 
world in families of all racial, 
ethnic, and social backgrounds. 

Some of the symptoms for 
autism are: slow development or 
lack of physical, social and

In this age in which we live, technology is expanding at such a rapid pace 
that inventions considered state-of-the-art only a few years ago are now ob- 
solete, A consequence of this accelerated drive to “build a better mouse- 
trap” is that gadgets are becoming increasingly smaller. As computer chips 
decrease in size, so too do the appliances run by these chips, Six-inch tele- 
visions and hand-held personal computers, compact cars and ear-piece radi- 
os, each is a result of industry's push to expan by making products small- 
er, and thereby more economical, easier to hand, and simple to store.

How many of us today find ourselves locked in the ravages of such a mis- 
guided belief? How many have allowed this mode of thinking to come 
quietly upon the mind, until suddenly God has been reduced to such a char- 
acterization? Sadly, many pew-warming, confessing Christians have adopt- 
ed this motif, As a book by J.B. Phillips is entitled, many believers are 
guilty of the charge that “Your God is Too Small”, and this miniaturization 
of the Divine is costly indeed, 

The God of the Scriptures is an active, powerful, loving being who chose to 
redeem the world through Himself. This Deity defeated all foes, and in a 
quiet grave overcame even death itself, In the process, the Creator per- 
formed numerous miracles and displays of wonder. He was not quiet or shy, 
He did not disappear periodically, He did not lock Himself away. He was, 
is, and will be in every nook and cranny of the cosmos, the Everlasting 
One. 

It is our challenge to recover the lost joy that arises from fencing in God. It 
is our mandate to allow the One who made the blind to see and the lame to 
walk to restore fortitude and vigor to our very souls, Most have not even be- 
gun to realize the force, grace, and compassion of God. May we enjoy our 
technology and all the luxuries it affords us, but may we also seek to give 
God the opportunity to be what He truly wishes to be within each individu- 
al.

Julian Abele, architect,

Julian Abele was born in South | 


Philadelphia where he attended high 
school at the Institute for Colored 
Youth. He studied architecture at the 
University of Pennsylvania, graduat- 
ing first in the class of 1902. Abele 
was recruited to the Horace Trum- 
bauer Company, one of America’s 
leading architecture firms from 1890 
to 1930. The Trumbauer Company 
sent him to the world’s most recog- 
nized architectural school, the Ecole 
des Beaux Arts in Paris, where he 
studied four years, the first Black to 
attend the school. He returned to 
Pennsylvania and became Trum- 
bauer’s chief designer. His greatest 
architectural achievement was his in- 
volvement in the design of Philadel- 
phia’s Museum of Art, a Magnifi- 


cent Classical Greck Temple, Abele {362 


also designed the Free Library of 
Philadelphia, the library at Harvard 
University and several buildings on 
the Duke University campus. Abele 
is considered today as the first 
Black American architect to have 
made a major impact on the design 
of large buildings.

Elba Tigers appear as strong as ever 
as David Lowery prepares for opener 


A new era in Elba Tiger football 
history will begin on Friday night 
when Coach David Lowery leads 
his Tigers onto the field to battle 
the Charles Henderson Trojans, in 
the 1995 high school football sea- 
son opener. 

Coach Lowery, an assistant at 
Elba High for six years, was pro- 
moted to the position of head coach 
after the resignation of Coach 
Mack Wood, Elba’s all-time win- 
ningest coach, following the 1994 
season, 

While the absence of Wood on 
the sidelines will be a source of 
concern for many Tiger fans, 
Coach Lowery will begin his career 
at the Elba helm with veteran 
players on both sides of the foot- 


ball. 

On offense, the Tigers’ main 
weapon from a year ago returns in 
tailback Chris Tyson, a 5-9, 170- 
pound, speedster. Tyson led Elba in 
Tushing last season with 1,045 
yards on 165 carries, and scored 9 
touchdowns, despite missing two 
games with injuries. 

Fullback D’undray Peterson, a 
bruising runner and blocker at 5-10, 
225, will step into a full-time role 
on offense this season, and should 
improve on last year’s numbers, 
when he gained 137 yards on 34 
carries. 

Flanker Leray Smedley, a flashy 
5-11, 165-pounder, was a big play 
threat last season when he gained 
212 yards on just 13 carries, and 


the talented flanker will no doubt 
get his hands on the ball again as 
often as possible. 

While the Tigers appear solid at 
the running back positions, it is a 
different story at quarterback, 
where junior Troy Bryan, 5-10, 
170, appears to be the man to lead 
the Elba attack. Bryan has been a 
quarterback throughout his career; 
however, saw very little action last 
season, and will have to mature 
quickly and become the leader of 
the Tiger offensive unit. 

There’s an old saying in football 
that “it’s what’s up front that 
counts,” and if that old adage holds 
true, the ‘95 Tigers might well be a 
force to reckon with on offense.

Coach Lowery feels conditioning could 
be key Friday against Charles Henderson 


The Elba Tigers will be looking 
to end a two-game losing streak to 
the Charles Henderson Trojans, and 
make Coach David Lowery’s 
coaching debut a success, on Friday 
night, when the Tigers host the SA 
Trojans at Tiger Stadium. 

Kickoff for the contest will be at 
7:30 p.m. 

Elba completely dominated their 
opponents from Troy throughout 
most of Coach Mack Wood’s 18 
years at the Elba helm; however, 
the Tigers seemed snake-bit in both 
1993 and 1994, as the Trojans 
twice escaped with 21-20 wins. 

The questions are many for Elba 
fans, the foremost of which is 
whether or not the Tigers can make 
a successful transition to a new 
coaching staff, after 18 years of sta- 
bility under Mack Wood. 

“We haven’t made any drastic 
changes on either side of the ball,” 
stated Coach Lowery, “but we have 
made some minor changes and 
have put in a few things just for 
Charles Henderson. We'll still run 
the I-formation on offense and run 
an odd front on defense as our base 
alignments; however, we have 
worked on a couple of other things 
and will try’em out when we get 
the chance.” 


“On offense we'll do a couple of 
different things,” added Lowery, 
“put will sull primarily be an I 
team. Both our tackles have never 
Started a game on the varsity level 
and that does concern us, but they 
play hard and will have to learn as 
they go.” 

“Over on defense,” stated Low- 
ery, “we'll have to stop the option 
and not let them run up and down 
the field like they have the last two 
years. We expect them to use the 
no-huddle offense, as in the past, 
and we'll just have to make sure we 
are ready when they snap the ball. 
We have to stop the quarterback, 
fullback and tailback to stop the op- 
tion, and our goal is to beat them to 
the corners.” 

“Charles Henderson has 38 var- 
sity players, which is about the 
same number as us,” said Coach 
Lowery, “and one of the keys to 
winning will be to stay fresh for the 
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fourth quarter. We have a lot of 
youngsters that haven’t played be- 
fore and we don’t know exactly 
what they'll do when they get in 
the game. We will just have to 
get'em ready and hope for the 


“If we have a strength it would 
have to be our overall team speed,” 
added Lowery. “We have real good 
speed on both sides of the ball, and 
have worked real hard on the spe- 
cial teams to try and utilize that 
speed. Defense could be a strength 
if the down linemen can come 
through, but that is wait and see 
proposition. Our weakness would 
definitely be lack of depth and in- 
experience. We have a lot of 
players that will be playing in their 
first game, and have six seniors that 
have never played.” 

“Whether we are ready or not 
we need to play a game,” said Low- 
ery. “The players have been hitting 
each other for four weeks and they 
are ready to hit someone else. We 
will try and substitute a lot in the 
first half to keep the players fresh, 
and hopefully we’ll be strong in the 
fourth quarter.” 

“We're in pretty good shape 
considering the extreme heat we’ve 
had to practice in,” Lowery added, 
“and we hope the hard work will 
pay off Friday night.” 

While Elba fans will be looking 
for the answers to their questions at 
Friday by oe opener, Trojans fans, 
and coaches, also have many ques- 
tions they hope to have answered in 
the game. 

The most obvious question is 
whether or not the Trojans can 
overcome the loss of 13 seniors, 
many of which went both ways last 
season as Charles Henderson post- 
ed a 6-4 record, 

“We've got to change our per- 
sonality,” stated Trojans’ Coach 
Jay Jeffcoat, in his sixth season 
back at the Trojan helm. “We are 
going to have to have some players 
od up quickly and we're going to 

ave to play a lot of sophomores.” 

While Henderson was hurt by 
the loss of the 13 seniors, it does 
have some quality players back in 
‘95, including (OG) Runyum 
Thomas, 6-0, 250; (FB) Carlos 
Jones, 5-9, 170; (HB) James Moult- 
ry, 5-10, 175; (DT) Andrew Foster, 
5-10, 190; and (DB) Chris Parker, 
5-8, 160, 

The Trojans are expected to be 
more of a ball-control team this 
season, and on offense may once 
again ury to work the clock with its 
no-huddle offense. 

While Charles Henderson ma 
not be as solid as it was in ‘95, 
Coach Jay Jeffcoat is a veteran of 
high school football wars and will 
have his team as prepared as pos- 
sible when it kicks off the season 
Friday night, 


fensive line are veterans Rudy Free 
(TE) 6-3, 220; Todd Hooks (OG) 
5-11, 200; Eddie Cowen (OG) 5- 
10, 170; and Todd McKee (C) 5- 
11, 200. With sophomore Cedric 
Howe (OT) 6-5, 280 stepping in at 
tackle, the Tigers’ offensive line 
could very well be the strength of 
the squad! 

With a veteran line and a stable 
of quality running backs, the Tigers 
may not go to the airways very of- 
ten, but when they do they again 
appear blessed with talent. 

Flanker Leray Smedley is the 
leading receiver back from last 
year, when he caught 5 passes for 
106 yards, while tight-end Rudy 
Free (7-66) and split-end Griffin 
Shirley 5-10, 160 (4-54) are also 
back roaming enemy secondaries. 

While many of the names are 
the same on the defensive side of 
the ball, causing a concem about 
depth, the Tigers are again blessed 
with quality defensive football 
players, making most fans believe 
that Elba’s real strength this season 
will be on defense! 

Leading the way on defense will 
be linebacker Rudy Free, an All- 
State candidate, who in ‘94 re- 
corded 95 tackles, including 8 for 
losses, had 3 quarterback sacks and 
recovered 3 fumbles. 

Noseguard Todd Hooks was the 
big play man on defense for Elba 
last season, as he made 76 tackles, 
including 20 for losses, and fe- 
corded 7 quarterback sacks. Also 
back to anchor the defensive front 
will be defensive-end Todd 
McKee, who as a sophomore last 
season made 54 tackles, 8 for loss- 
es, and had 4 quarterback sacks. 

The secondary is also filled with 
familiar faces, led by cornerback 
Griffin Shirley, who in ‘94 had 32 
stops and 3 interceptions. Part-time 
starter Chris Tyson will step in to 
help solidify the secondary, as will 
Bobby Burks, a 5-10, 180-pounder. 

The 1995 Elba Tigers may have 
as much talent as any team since 
the ones that claimed state titles in 
1989 and 1992; however, a lack of 
depth could be a major weakness, 
and a killer schedule could take its 
toll early in the season. If the Ti- 
gers stay healthy, and gain con- 
fidence with the changes instilled 
by the new coaching staff, they 
should be able to improve on last 
season’s disappointing 5-7 record.

Kinston anxious to start season 


The Kinston Bulldogs struggled 
to a 3-8 record last season, but two 
of those wins came over county ri- 
vals Zion Chapel and New Brock- 
ton, which helped lessen the pain of 
yet another losing season.

Kinston has a tradition of having 
a strong offensive line, and such 
will be the case again this season 
with such solid performers as cen- 
ter Michael Farris (5-10,180);

les Clint Patterson (5-10,185) and 
Matt Sumblin (6-0,205). 

The Bulldog defense allowed 
points in bunches last season to the

Center Shayne Allen (5-11,180) 
and guard Chuckie Mitchell (5- 
9,165) are back to anchor the Rebel 
front wall, while a trio of soph- 
omores are being counted on to 
help carry the offense up and down 
the field.

The Zion Chapel defense al- 
lowed almost 30 points per game in 
its final five games during the ‘94 
campaign, but like the offense, is 
loaded with veterans and is ex- 
pected to be vastly improved. 

Thomas Cauley and Kevin 
Hobbs should anchor the defense at 
linebacker, while in the trenches 
the Rebels will be led by Shane

After one year away from the 
program, Coach Jones has returned 
to guide the Bulldogs, along with 
his son, Roland Jones, Jr. the of- 
fensive coordinator in ‘93, and their 
return has created an air of excite- 
ment that has the Bulldog faithful 
talking about another state title. 


While the “Jones Boys” are con- 
fident that they can help Brantley 
retum to the top of the state foot- 
ball world, it will be a different 
team‘that they inherit and a team 
that is now competing in the 2A 
ranks, instead of Class 1A where it 
won the state championship in 


In spite of the new classifica- 
tion, and a more rugged regular 
season schedule, Brantley appears 
loaded for a run at the state title and 
could very well be playing late into 
the fall as the playoffs wind down! 

The Brantley offense averaged 
over 27 points a game last season, 
despite changing from its wide- 
open style of the past, and back this 
season to lead the way on offense 
will be Moreo Jones, a 6-0, 198- 
pound, tailback, that rushed for 
over 1,300 yards as a junior and 
was a first team All-State selection. 


Quarterback Austin Cauley (6- 


0,200) will guide what is certain to 
be an explosive attack, while full-

Billy Mixon, representative of the 
downtown property owners, said, 
“We also endorse a new courthouse 
for Enterprise, as well as for a court- 
house for Elba to serve the Elba peo- 
ple. 

“The courthouse is very impor- 
tant to downtown Elba and is very 
important to downtown  Enter- 
prise..,we are for Coffee County and 
we're ready to work with you in pro- 
viding a courthouse for citizens in 
downtown Enterprise that is ade- 
quate for the county.” 

Members of the commission not- 
ed that they will begin looking at the 
courthouse issue just as soon as they 
are finished with the budget hear- 
ings. The commission is in the pro- 
cess of preparing the budget for the 
coming fiscal year. 

Commissioner Bill Faulk said 
that time is of essence on this busi- 
ness, and he hopes plans can begin 
being made in September. 

Randy Tindell, county engineer, 
asked that the commissioners ap- 
prove the sending out of bid requests 
for pipe. 

He also asked that a resolution be 
adopted authorizing him to apply for 
emergency relief funds from the fed- 
eral government. The money is to be 
used to pay for work in stabilizing a 
slide (erosion) on Co. Rd. 248 near 
Weeks’ Bridge. 

Both of Tindell’s requests were 
granted, 

County Administrator Wilson 
Mobley reported that he had “firm 
pricing” on the up-dating of the 
county’s computer system, Commis- 
sioners had instructed him to do so 
in their last meeting. 

In the last meeting, Mobley had 
suggested that the county add two 
separate smaller systems, one for the 
probate office and the other for the 
commission office, leaving the 
present system for the revenue com- 
missioner’s office, 

Mobley told commissioners after 
further reviewing this matter with 
the county computer programmer, 
John Brim, he felt that approximate- 
ly $12,000 could be saved by en- 
hancing the present system to handle 
everything. 

The cost in adding two smaller 
systems would cost approximately 
$50,000.00 while the present system 
can be up-graded for $38,000.00, 

Based on the present growth rate, 
the up-grading should last between

five and six years. 

After a motion was made and sec- 
onded to up-grade the present sys- 
tem, Commissioner Robert Stephens 
expressed concern about spending 
$38,000 of taxpayers’ money with- 
out going through the bidding pro- 
cess, Faulk echoed Stephens’ con- 
cems, 

In purchasing highly specialized 
equipment, such as that being dis- 
cussed, the state bid law allows this 
to be done without putting it out to 
bid. 

After a brief discussion of the 
matter, the commission approved the 
motion in @ 5-2 vote. Commission 
Chairman Lawrence Creel and Com- 
missioner Stephens cast the dissent- 
ing votes, 

During the general business ses- 
sion, Commissioner Bernest Brooks 
informed other members of the 
commission that a $200 advertising 
expense was incurred pertaining to 
the recent Farmer's Market, 

In answer to inquiries from other 
commissioners as to what the bill 


was for, Brooks stated that ads were 
placed on the local (Enterprise) 
cable television. 

Brooks had committed to the Ex- 
tension Service that the commission 
would pay half the advertising ex- 
pense - $100.00, 

He made a motion, which was 
seconded by Commissioner Wendell 
Black, to that effect. 

During the discussion, Commis- 
sioner Randy Lunsford asked county 
attorney, Kenneth Fuller, who was 
present, if this was legal under the 
state's ethics law, 

Lunsford noted that two commis- 
sioners had participated in the farm- 
er’s market thus benefitting from ad- 
vertisement, paid for by the 
commission. 

Fuller stated that he saw no prob- 
lem since all the commissioners 
would have to vote on the matter. 

Mobley noted that it was a legiti- 
mate expense if the commission 
chose to pay it. 

In a 4-3 vote the expenditure was 
approved,

will get four additional step raises, 
up through their 21st year of teach- 
ing. 

The change will cost the local 
school system about $9600 during 
the current year, Pearce told board 
members. That is for teachers over 
and above the minimum program 
who also have more than ten years 
service to the system. 

The maximum salary of a class- 
room teacher in the Elba system with 
a “AA” certificate and 21 years of 
service is now $34,887.00. 

The starting salary of a certified 
teacher with a BS degree is 
$24,734.00; with a Master’s degree a 
teacher can start at $28,427.00 and a 
“AA” beginning teacher can carn 
$30,376.00. 

All the above salaries are set by 
State law.

The wreck occurred near the Cof- 
fee-Dale county line on AL Hwy, 51 
at approximately 12:55 a.m., Sunday 
morning. 

Willis, who was driving a 1987 
Chevrolet Caprice, apparently lost 
control of the vehicle, which left the 
roadway and overturned coming to 
rest on it roof, 

There were also three other indi- 
viduals, a woman and two men, who 
were passengers in the vehicle, 

The woman, Julia Marchan Wil- 
lis, 26, wife of the victim, was slight- 
ly injured in the crash. The couple 
had been married just three weeks, 

Mrs. Willis was taken to Medical 
Center Enterprise by a unit of the 
Ariton Rescue Squad where she was 
treated and later released. 

Tim Brannon and Roger Miller, 
both of Eufaula, were riding in the 
back seat. They were not injured in 
the crash. 

Brannon and Miller managed to 


kick out the back glass and exit the 
car. They assisted Mrs, Willis in get- 
ting out the same way. 

The three survivors stated that 
they were unable to get a response 
from Mr. Willis and also unable to 
remove him from the vehicle, 

Rescue personnel removed Wil- 
lis’ body from the wreckage and a 
unit of the New Brockton Rescue 
Squad transported it to the morgue in 
Enterprise. 

An autopsy to determine the 
cause of death was performed by the 
Alabama Department Forensic Sci- 
ence, The results were not available 
at press time. 

Investigating the accident was Al- 
abama State Trooper Mitchell Ben- 
ton, Jr., Coffee County Coroner Mar- 
vin Mcllwain, and DA Investigator 
Bruce Mathews. Assisting were: 
Coffee County Sheriff Ben Moates 
and the Ariton Police Department.
